The reading of tho will, which provided 
for the appointment of Daniel Uryant as 
his successor in Zion, was the feature of 
proceedings. The old man wns recalled to 
tho stand and came in his invalid's chair. 
Judge LaudU Instructed the attorneys to 
appear before him Wednesday and submit 
arguments. Following are tactions oE the 
will pertaining to tho appointment of his 
aacceRsar and bear testimony to the hatred 
he entertains for his wife and son. 

"1 give, devise and Wquenthto my wife 
Jane Dowie. all sbo is legally entitled to 
under laws of the state. 

"I hereby bequeath to my esteemed

"I expressly nnd intentionally make no 



devise or bequest to my son, tad stone 
Dowie, for tho reason that he nnd my wife 
have turned out to be in the declining days 
of my life my personal enemies mid telling 
shameful lies concerning me nnd by their 
conduct they hinder the gospel of the king- 
dom of God,' but I indulge in the sincere 
hope that the day wilt come when their

Attorney Haley defended the action of 
his client by saying the will was the - last 
testament, tbnt it revoked all otheis and 
expressed the true wish- nnd desire of 
Dowie. Judge Lnndis permitted the docu- 
ment to be introduced under objection. 
Dowie attacked Attorney Newman nnd in- 
timated be attempted to serve both sides 
in a settlement between him and Samuel 
Stevenson, Dowie's brother-in-law. The 
attorney retaliated by declaring the self- 
styled prophet possessed n tongue that was 
untruthful ns well as sharp.

TWO DROWN AT PISTAKEE BAY 

Father Saves One Son But Drowns 
With Another in His Arms 



Death by drowning for himself and 5- 
year-old bou was the ending of ttia firat 
vacation planned in twenty years by James 
3. Lorcns, 39 years old,' of Hoyno avenue, 
Chicago, for many years . employed as a 
cutter in the fur department of Marshall 
Field & Co. Mrs. Lorens was on the bank 
nnd saw the tragedy without being able to 
lend aid. 

Lorens, accompanied by bis wife and 
two children, arrived at the Mineral 
Springs ITotel k at Pistakee Bay, Fox Lake, 
tost Saturday night, intending to remain 
two weeks. Late Mondny afternoon LorenB 
was bathing -in the lake near the hotel 
when his sons, Stanley and Herbert, 8 and 
5 years old respectfully, attempted to wade 
out to him. Both boys got beyond their 
depth and the father went to their rescue, 
Lorens saved Stanley, bnt when ho swam 
out to where Herbert was struggling; in the 
water ho was seized with a cramp and was 
drowned with the boy in his arms before 
awres of reporters in the vicinity realized 
what had happened.. 

Mrs, Lorens was on ibe shore watching 
the attempt of her husband to save the 
youngest son, and when she saw them both 



disappear ahe rushed into the water and 
was rescued with difficulty by several men 
who witnessed the accident. The bodies 
of Lorenn and the boy were recovered 
within on hoar after death and were sent 
to the Chicago home. Mrs. Lorens, pros- 
trated from grief and accompanied by 
Stanley, the boy who was rescued, arrived 
later, 

. Mrs. Alfred Nelson, a sister of Mrs. 
Lorens, said she had been told the place 
where Lorens and his little son lost their 
lives was a death trap and that eight lives 
had been lost in the same place. Mrs. 
Nelson says ahe wna informed that in at- 
tempting to wade from the shore to the 
place, where their father was bathing the 
boys stepped Into a deep hole. She is of 
the opinion that Lorens, after rescuing 
Stanley and having returned for Herbert, 
stepped in the same hole. The water at 
this spot is said to be exceptionally deep 
and cold. 

Lorens, according to witnesses, reached 
Herbert, but the moment he started to 
swim to the shore with the boy he Ecreitm- 
ed for assistance and bath disappeared be- 
low the surface. 



THE ZAMBESI' DRYING UP. 

Precarious Condition of the' Water- 
way of British 0,enfernl 
Africa, 



For some months past considerable 
Inconvenience has heen caused to plant- 
ers and traders throughput British Cen- 
tral Africa by the precarious condition 
of the ZaraboBl waterway, which la 
gradually drying up at many parts. 

Some ten years ago It was possible for 
-the flotilla of steamers which ply be- 
tween Cblnde, at the mouth of the river, 
and Katungas, on the Shire tributary, to 
maintain communication for upward of 
eight months of the year.. Even though 
heavy rains have fallen throughout the 
Shire highlands,' and Lake Nynea has 
risen several 1 "' Inches, many', (steamers 
and barges are at present lying high and 
dry on, sandbanks In the, river at r vari- 
ous points. 

The dlstauce from Chlnlo to Blantyre 
—the capital of the protectorate—Is bat 
376 miles, but many hundreds of tons of 
goods for the interior* have taken as long 
as three months to reach the latter ren- 
ter for distribution.

BIG FIRE IN WAUCONDA MILL 

Women Turn Out to Help Save the 
Town From Extermination 



The village of Whueondn on Saturday 
night came close to being wiped from thu 
map by n Hre which for n time gave every 
promiae of asanmtntr large proportions, 
and which wnn Flopped with great diffi- 
culty. 

.As it la tho old Spencer mill, a land 
mark of eome forty ypars k landing, is n 
mass of ruins, the boiler of the engine, 
which was.used to furnwk power for grind- 
ing being all tbat is left of what was a few 
houm before the most important mil) In 
county, The loss is estimated at something 
over 820,000 and no insurance Is carried, 

The fire started In some manner inn 
pile of light kindling in the engine room 
of the Waucondn Milting Company nnd 
was discovered at once by the o vner, John 
Spencer and the engineer, Lewis Hubbard, 

In nn instant the engine room was a 
mass of flame and smoke, and in a few 
moments the conflagration had spread to 
the room nbovc. Then Spencer abandoned 
all hope of earing bis property nnd warned 
the people of the town to take protective 
measures, A mild panic , ensued. The 
people mounted guard on roofs and at 
high windows, and with brooms swept 
away burning shingles that Hew through 
the air or with pails of water soused blazes 
that started. 

For a Bbort time only was there fear for 
tho town, The nearest place to the mill 



was a barn and that was saved, There 
were do houses for some distance. 

Three thousand bushels of wheat was 
stored in an adjoining bin and this by a 
miracle was saved, the building being at- 
tnchod to tho burned mill, and but for the 
fact that a strong wind woa blowing from 
the opposite direction could not have been 
saved, hut this same wind however came 
nenr accomplishing the destruction of the 
town and the whole community was found 
necessary to check the progress of the 
flames.'' 

At one time many buildings bad caught 
from burning shingles nnd .were blazing 
at once. , 

The only means of fighting fire which 
the Whucondnna hare is a* hand Bre 
engine. During the fire the engine be- 
came short banded and the wowen came to 
their. Aid) some dozen women stood at the 
pump for over half an hour 'working to 
save the town from destruction, while the 
men formed a bucket brigade. 

The key to the whole situation coon 
seemed to be the bam near the mill for 
everyone realized that if this barn was de- 
stroyed it would be impossible to save the 
town for the wind wns showering burning 
shingles over the entire village, 

Wauconda in now rejoicing over its 
narrow escape from complete destruction. 



THRIUING EXPLOIT OF TOE "UKE." 
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fred Whitney's Submarine Boat Traveled 
300 Miles With Success. • 

After persons ashore had begun to think 
hard about the Lake, a little submarine 
cruiser, and wonder whether she bad suc- 
cumbed to the severities of the trip from 
Norfolk, the striped mast or flagpole of tbe 
diver was seen by an observer .the other 
day about noon nnd soon afterward the 
latest production in submarines anchored 
off the steamship dock at Atlantic High- 
lands, N. J , says the New York Herald, 
She waa built by lbs Lake Torpedo Boat 
Company, and as she lay practically flush 
with tbe water, she attracted general at- 
tention. 

Orders were for tbe Lake to stop at At- 
lantic City, and it wns her failure to do so 
on account of bad weather that caused 
fears for her safety. She made the run 
from Norfolk, a distance of 325 miles, at a 
speed of more than seven knots. H is the 
longest continuous sea trip ever made by a 
submarine. She is driven by a. gaBoline 
engine of 250 horse-power and has auxil- 
iaries for electric lights and other purposes 
of ISO additional horse-power. All ihe 
food eaten on board is cooked by electricity 
and the interior is brilliantly lighted, 

During the long voyige up the coast the 
Lake was unaccompanied by any Vessel 
and ventured into the open sea entirely 
alone. Captain 6. M. Svana reported that 
although comparatively heavy weather was 
encountered, the 'ran was accomplished 
without tho slightest mishap, and said it 
undoubtedly marked tbe beginning of an 
advanced era in submarines. 

On board the Lake Is a crew of eight 
men ull told, who and plenty of room for 
their simple wants within the steel pod, 
which is built to withstand tbe pressure of 
tbe sea at a depth of 130 feet. Even when 
steaming on the surface her decks are sub- 
merged by tbe wash, so that the navigator 
handles the craft from the top of the con- 
ning tower, hut when she settles beneath 
the Furfnee and begins the, duties for which 
she was constructed, he steers from within 
the tower, whence, although several 'feet 
beneath tlie surface, he is enabled to Bweep 
tho horhon by means of & periscope or 
omniscope, which projects somewhat be- 
yond the water above,' 

Electricity is the auxiliary motive power 
of .the Lake,- but tbe batteries are used only 
when she is submerged. She can carry 
sufficient gasoline to last her on a much 
longer voyage than the one she has just 
completed. She is equipped with' three 
torpedo tubes and has storage capacity for 
five torpedoes. In the bow is a diving 
chamber whence a diver c&h issue forth 
into the sea when the boat is beneath the 
surface, and this will be a valuable adjunct 
in war time in cable cutting and (he lay- 
ing of mines.- .._. 

When diving the Lake does not .descend 
on an inclined plane, but sinks vertically, 
boinqithus possessed of the power with 1 
which the imaginative Jules Verne equip- 
ped tho NautilUB. She can be submerged 
in a wonderfully short space of time in 
spite of her size, for .with . a . length of 85, 
feet she is the largest submarine ever built 
in this country.

She left "Newport Kewa at a quarter past

her engines again during the passage ex- 
cept on Wednesday morning, June 27, 
when off Baraegat, she shut down for a 
short time to watch the antics of some 
other submarines in the form of a school 
of whales.

Wealth, In so far as the business use ol 
that wealth brings It within the reach of 
the federal government. 

"We have accomplished .t fair amount 
and the reason that we have done so has 
been, in tho first place, because we hove 
not tried to do too much, atid, In the next 
place, because we have approached the 
taRk absolutely free from any spirit ol 
rancor or hatred. 

"In any such movement a man will find 
that' lie has allies whom he does not like. 
You cannot protect property without find- 
ing that you are protecting the property 
of some people who are not straight. You 
cannot war against the abuses of property 
without finding that there are soma people 
warring beside you whose motives yon 
would frankly repudiate. But In each 
case be sure that you keep your own mo- 
tives and your own conduct straight. 

"When It becomes necessary to curb a 
great corporation, curb it, I will do' my 
best to help you do It. But I will do it 
In no spirit of anger or hatred to the men 
who own or control that corporation ; and 
If any seek En their turn to do wrong to 
Urn men ol means, to do wrong to tho men 
who own those corporations, 1 will turn 
around and fight for them In defense of 
their rights just as hard as I fight against 
them when I think they are doing wrong." 
The President then added a few warn- 
ings, as follows: 

"Distrust as a demagogue the man who 
talks only of the wrong done by tho men 
of wealth. 

"Distrust asa demagogue the man who 
measures Iniquity by the purse. .Measure 
Iniquity by the heart, whether s roan's 
purse he full or empty, partly full or 
partly empty. * 

"If the man Is a decent man, whether 
well off or not well off, stand by htm; if 
be Is not a decent man stand against him, 
whether he he rich or poor. 

"Stand against him In no spirit ot ven- 
geance, but only with the resolute purpose 
to mnke him act as decent citizens must 
act if this republic Is to be." 

On other evils In general that menace 
the country, the President said: 

"War with the evils, but show no' 
spirit of malignity toward the man who 
may he responsible for the evil. Put It

In connection with the work of the 
recent universal postal concrcss, the 
Postoftlce Department h.t* given out tbe 
following statement ns to the effect of 
one of the provisions of dint convention 
ns affecting this country : 

The universal postnl congress, recently 
In convention nt Home, Italy, ordered a 
substantial reduction In tetter postage by 
Increasing the unit of weight, effective on 
and after Oct, 1, 1007, from fifteen to 
twenty grams, and providing that while 
postage on the first twmty grams shall 
remain at 25 centimes (5 cents), every 
additional twenty grams shall be at tbe 
rate ef IS centimes (3 cents). 

"Great Britain and the United States 
strongly urged that the unit ot weight for 
them should be fixed nt one ounce, as It 
would be extremely difficult for them to 
express an equivalent weight lor twenty 
grams, not bavlng adopted tho metric sys- 
tem. This request was granted. This 
will give tho two great conntiles excep- 
tionally low rates Tor the exchange of 
letters. Under ike reduced rates a letter 
to Great Britnin will cost 5 cents for the 
first ounce and !l cents for the second 
ounce, or 8 cents for two ounces. In 
other words, when the new rates becomo 
effective a letter packet weighing six 
ounces can bo sent to Gteat Britain at 
the rate now charged for a two-ounce

CHICAGO A HEALTHFUL TOWN. 

GoTcrnnicnt'ji Mortality Fliturrit on 
Sic X«irir*«t CI tie*. 

Now comes tbe United States govern- 
ment and hacks up Chicago fn her 
proud boast of being the healthiest city 
in the country, and therefore, by Infer- 
ence, In tho world. The Chicago health 
department, In its weekly bulletin, tells 
ot having received tho "special reports*' 
of the federal census department. These 
reports arc tho mortality statistics for 
1900-1001 Inclusive, and their authority 
Is the highest obtainable. 

Tho six most important cities In this 
country— thOBo. with populations of 
GOO.OOO or more — are dealt with In Un- 
cle Sam's figures. Tho Chicago health 
cltlclals niiiko this condensation of tho 
report : 

"Chicago's annual death rata Is niaco 
than one-fl fth (2&5 per cent) lower 
than tbo average death rittu of tho 
other five" cities— ^the Chicago rate be- 
ing 1-1.01, and tbo average rate of the 
other cities being 10.11 per thousand 
of tho average population of tho peri- 
od. 

"Tbo St Louis rate (1S.0S) Is 23.5 
per ceut higher than tho Chicago rate. 
Tho Philadelphia r«c (1&S2) Is 28,8 
per cent higher, Tho Boston rate 
(18.0,1 la 20.0 per cent higher. Tho 
New York rate (10.04 Is 34.-1 per cent 
higher. And tho Baltimore rate (20.00) 
Is 07.0 per cent higher than tho Chicago 
rate." 

As to tho Chicago "pace," tbo bulletin 
snys; 

'Tilfo Is certainly 'strenuous' enough 
In Chicago. But. the figures show that 
tho average Chlcngonns can stand strcn- 
ttoslty 12 iter cent hotter than tho Now 
Yorker, 20 per cent better than tbo Bos- 
tontan, nearly 28 per cent" better than 
the SL Louis) nn, one-third batter than

hlll Sc Swift manufacturing Company; 
Walsh alleged that (his company was a 
trust und 'that ho did not have to pny Oby 
more thnn he would have to pny a gam- 
bling debt. The court's decision wai in 
his favor.

Wild 
rumors that the whole menagerie had 
broken loose and wo* roaming the wooda 
gained circulation and spread terror In 
Hvcral town*. The circus managers 
quickly repaired the damage to the tent 
and gave an evening -performance. Tbe 
dead: Matthew Bury, Aurora, struck by 
a falling tent pole and trampled by the 
crowd; William Cress, Geneva, died from 
heart disease, dim to shock. When the 
craih came tbe performing elephant* bad 
jait begun their act, Slight swaying of 
the tent and a sudden darkening of the 
Interior gave some warning that a storm 
■was coming. The first gusts shook the 
canvas like a leaf and the next moment 
the center pole supporting It snapped near 
the top. Instantly tlio ennvns sagged nnd 
tho swaying of the guy ropes .caused the 
hundreds of scantlings to swing about in 
the arena. Panic-stricken, the audience 
of 10,000 attempted to escape, but the 
women and children were unable to lift 
the 'canvas, which had become rain soaked 
and heavy. Egress was slow nt the regu- 
lar exits, nnd It was In tho crush at these 
points that many were Injured. Accord- 
ing to the representatives of the King- 
line Brothers, no one was hurt by any- 
thing which fell from the canvas roof. 
They nssert Bury met his death by being 
tram pled under the feet of tho crowds, as 
be was logics* and could not get out of 
tbe way of the fleeing thousands.

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THIEF KILLS AND ESCAPES. 

Desperndo Mnrilers Mnn Wjio Comes 
to Fallen OfllL'cr'x Aid, 

A desperate thief felled a policeman

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SHOULD FARMERS COMBINE? 

Successful Farming aslce this ques- 
tion, nnd then proceeds to answer It 
as follows: 

This Is an era of combination of 
forces and wealth. Everywhere Is the 
effort- to el I mtn a to competition. It is 
being agitated and attempted as a 
necessary stop among farmers. There 
la a eceno In which combinations 
may be beneficial. Theoretically they 
work great good. When n. great 
many individuals comblno and agree 
not to fight each other It is possible 
to cheapen production and manufac- 
ture. But the practice does not al- 
ways follow the theory from the con- 
sumer's standpoint. While tbe arti- 
cle mny bo more cheaply produced 
It Ib not sold ae cheaply as though 
there was' open competition. The 
great Issues of tho nation today are 
based upon the fact that combinations 
of capital may and often do result In 
monopolies that throttle competition 
and cheapen prices. Tbero Is the 
clement of greed that almost invari- 
ably enters Into combinations. 

Co-operation Is Intended to elimin- 
ate the middle man so that tbe pro- 
ducer may get greater profits while 
the consumer pays no more than be- 
fore. Such combinations are all right. 
But when farmers desire to combine 
on such a scale that they can force 
prices up indefinitely on what they 
sell, In what respect do they differ 
from Standard Oil, tbe beef trust, or 
any Blmllor, monopoly T If It Is moral- 
ly wrong to force consumers to pay n 
price fixed by these trusts, then it is 
wrong for the farmers to create an 
unnatural price for what they sell. 

It Is human desire to get even. The 
"eye for ^n eye and tooth for a tooth" 
rule was tho old standard of trade re- 
lations, and that standard Is well en- 
trenched In the business of tbo world 
today. The "golden rule" Is dust cov. 
ered In most business houses. It is 
bard to onduro monopolistic tactics In 
others, yet we have no moral right to 
become partners In the crime. Two 
wrongs do not make a right. It is 
far better to prevent the other fel- 
lows from doing tbe hoggish act than 
by setting In tho trough, too. It is 
more consistent to appeal to tbe law 
makers for Just laws and legal re- 
lief when we have our own hands 
free from a similar guilt, A farmers' 
monopoly Is not one whit better than 
a coal owners' or -meat packers' mon- 
opoly. Let us keep our hands clean 
and patiently fight for liberty and 
justice. A co-operative movement to 
hold produce and string It along In- 
stead of rushing It all to- market at 
tbe same time Is a splendid way to 
get what Is due, Tbe great injury to 
farmers Is that farm products are 
sent to market at once when harvest- 
ed. Thus It Is that the middle man 
gobbles up the grain, fruit and vege- 
tables and puts them away, and lat- 
er, sells at an advance. What farm- 
ers need Is to provide storage and 
hold some of the produce tilt some 
time after harvest. This will help 
the weaker brother to get his due, 
who, by force of circumstances, Ib 
forced to Bell as fast as produced. Let 
Justice, not greed, be the ruling pas- 
sion. 
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VALUE OF MULCH IN SUMMER. 

Mulch Is a covering, either of 
leaves, grass, manure or any protec- 
tive material. It la nature's protec- 
tive Idea, and without It much of our 
wild flora would bo Impossible. She 
covers tho flowers of the forest witb 
a blanket ot leaves that protects them 
during tho bleak days of winter and 
through the early days of spring ere 
yet the leaves havo clothed the tree 
and glvo grateful shade to'the plants 
at their feet In meadow nnd marsh 
the thick mat of grass protects those 
wildings or the hogs and fields, and 
we mny learn a lesson of nature and 
go and do likewise If we will. 

Through the oarly days ot spring, 
and, Indeed, until the hot dry days 
of July, little watering anil not a 
great deal of cultivating will bo need- 
ed, but with tho coming, of tbe sum- 
mer heat tbe demand becomes more 
imperative, weeds multiply abnormal- 
ly under tho quickening sun, and each 
application ot water, unless followed 
by an early stirring ot tho sol), results 
in a bard baked surface ot tho beds 
in quite liberal quantities. This not 
only insures protection to tho plants, 
hut solves the question of what to do 
with the lawn clippings. Though if 
ono keeps a ■ horse or chickens that 
ought not to bo a puzzle. . 

Before, applying the mulch the bods 
should bo put In a thoroughly good 
condition— free from weeds and well 
cultivated, mellow and free. The 
mulch may bo brought well up around 
the stems of plants having -little pro-, 
tectlvo foliage— ^us tho lilies — and 
tucked under tho leaves of low grow- 
ing-plants like pansles. It must bo 
added to from time to tlmo, as It 
grows thin, by drying and the mulch 
that seomed ample when placed will 
bo a, thin film after a few days' dry- 
ing sua and wind so that each tlmo 
tbo lawn Is - oilpped. the contents of 
the grass carrier should bo spread 
over the beds, Thin is of .further ad- 
vantage in those beds bordering tho, 
lawn as:*the : fresh' grasa -la far more 
sightly than the .old dead gross .LOouid 
be, '■ The- mulch , once placed,*,^ 
not;.be disturbed, r as','it< ; :|pcnH^s'aer 
the influence <ot the dsw$4M-"r§Jn/a 



thick, impervious mat that effectual' 
ly withstands the beat of the bud 
and drying winds, though freely ad- 
mitting tho rnln and dew. But If it 
Ib disturbed by tbo scratching of 
hens tho turning of water from tbe 
spout of a waterlog can rather than 
from the hose or other causes. It will 
not give satisfactory results, — Indian- 
apolis News. 



AN AMATEUR HOTBED. 

Enough plants can be started In one 
small hotbed to stock a good-sized 
garden with vegetables and flowers. 

Tbero are three types of botbed 
that are within the means of the ord- 
inary amateur gardener. 

The first Is the temporary bed In 
which the manure is spread on the 
top of the ground to the required 
depth and a portable frame placed 
over It. 

The second differs only In having a 
shallow pit dug to hold the manure. 

The third type Is a permanent bed, 
tho frame being made two and a half 
feet higher, and built directly In a 
Pit of that depth. In a bed of thJs 
kind the bottom should bo tlle-draln- 
ed, and it Is a good plan to cover It 
alBO with a layer of small cobble* 
BtonoB or plank. Tho outside should 
bo well banked up with manure, earth 
or coal ashes. 

The last type can be used not only 
as a hotbed In the early spring, but 
nUo when the manure and earth are , 
cleaned out, It can be used in the fall 
as a storage place for plants that 
are not quite hardy, such as tea rOBes 
or for bulbs that are to be forced for 
winter bloom. 

Of tho three forms above mention- 
ed the first Is the easiest and cheap- 
est to make and therefore the one 
best suited to most beginners. The

If by nccldent you have a lot of 
poor butter don't put your brand on It 
and ruin your reputation by selling it 
to a good customer. Use It up ' at 
home. 

The Introduction of the blood ot 
breeds that naturally yield rich milk 
will raise the test of natives or scrub 
herds as aoon as the Influence of 
those breeds has a cbanco to oper- 
ate. 

A small herd of cows well bred, 
well cared for, give better returns per 
cow than a large neglected herd; be- 
sides this the master could have bet- 
ter control of a small heard than a 
large one. '

The well-known Texas horticultur- 
ist, Mr. H. M. Strlngfellow^ has com- . 
munlcnted to Farm and Ranch some 
interesting facts about tho keeping 
qualities ot peaches grown in sod or- 
chards., He sent peaches from Texas 
to Richmond, Va., Rochester, N; Y., 
and Harrisburg, Fa., where tbey ar- 
rived In perfect condition without re- ; 

He also shipped peara 
grown on sod land la car load lots to 
Chicago without refrigeration nnd tho 
pears arrived there In perfect condi- 
tion, Mr. Strlngfellow' argues that 
much of tho poor keeping quality of - 
fruits and disposition to winterkill or 
Injure by drouth, etc., Ib due to tbe 
cultivation of tbe orchard.

■Commerce Commit sice is going to do with 
itself, It is safe to say that there will bo 
work enough for all seven of the new com- 
missioners provided for under the new law. 
Heretofore the Commission has been more 
of a court than anything elte and has 
worked more or less on the lines of tho Su- 
preme Court, only instead of sitting ex- 
clusively in Washington, it snt in Wash- 
ington or elsewhere as the exigencies of 
the situation demanded, nnd heard the 
complaints that were brought lo it by the 
shippers. It is worthy of remark that 
none of the complaints were brought br 
tbe railroads. They were able to create a 
situation with which they were perfectly 
satisfied. But oven the most of the com- 
plaints of the shippers never cam" to n 
benring. Numerous as the hearing! were, 
nine-tenths of the cases were settled out of 
court, na it were, and_this was really the 
sort of work that demanded the largest 
attention of the Commission. Heretofore 
also,' the Commission always worked to- 
gether. No Commissioner was nssigued 
to any particular duty. But in the emer- 
gency created by the Tillman-Gillespie, 
resolution, the Commission found that it 
had to split, nnd one hearing before Judge 
Protity and Commissioner Clements was 
held on the oil business in Cleveland while 
Another on the coal roads was held by tho 
rest of tbe Commission in Philadelphia. 
With a larger force and with the growing 
railroad system of the country, it is likely 
that tbe Commission now will split oftencr 
nnd simultaneous hearings may be held in 
Washington and, San Francisco. And it 
is possible with tho court review feature to 
tbe law, that there may be one or two com- 
missioners always engaged in defending 
the rulings of the body before the- courts. 
This is the day of specialization, nnd it is 
not likely that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will escape. Hereafter it is 
more likely thnt tbe Commission will sel- 
dom be nil found in one place nnd if the 
commission lives up to its privileges and 
attempts to earn its salary under tbe new 
law, there will be work enough for all 
seven of the commissioners, and they will 
not get much holiday in the summer either.

Seed Corn Ilrcetllnjr Pays. 

Corn-breeding work, Btlll In Its In- 
fancy, already baa Bpeltcd profit for 
many growers. Material lucrenses In 
yield, due In largo measure to plant- 
ing Improved tested seed, have been so- 
general that farmers everywhere are 
adopting better methods of seed selec- 
tion. And other countries, noting what 
baa been accomplished, by American 
corn breeders, have taken steps to fol- 
low their example. Recently an Ameri- 
can seed-corn breeding company ship- 
ped 1,300 bushels of corn to the agri- 
cultural department of tbe Egyptian 
government. The same company has 
also exported an order of 10,000 pounds 
of seed corn to Australia, where It will 
be used In breeding work conducted by 
tbe agricultural authorities of that 
country. It Is to tbe corn belt ot 
America that tbo peoples of tbo enrtli 
come for corn. Our corn crop 1b tbe 
envy of all civilized countries which 
cannot or do not grow corn.

Guineas. 

The Guinea Is snld to be a native of 
western Africa nnd Is n very active 
bird of a rather wild nature, Tho wild 
nature of the beautiful fowls Is an ob- 
jection with many poultrynicn, There 
are two breeds of guineas, the pearl 
and tho while guinea. Tbo pearl guinea 
U of a wilder disposition than tbe 
whl to guinea, Both breeds are about 
the sumo size, Tbo flesh of tbo pearl 
guinea Is darker titan that of tbo 
white, which makes the white guinea 
profitable as n table fowl, Both breeds 
of guineas are good summer egg pro- 
ducers, Tbey begin laying la April or 
Mny and con tin uo to lay until Into In 
the fall. The pearl guinea Is very sen- 
sitive about having her nest disturbed 
and often leaves the nest If n part of 
hor*cggs arc removed. Tho whlto guinea 
Is not bo particular about her nest and 
will continue to Iny In the nest If only 
one egg is left In It. Our white guineas 
often lay In tho nest boxes In the poul- 
try bouso wltb the chicken hens. 
Guineas are valuable Insect destroyers. 
Tbey will cat Insects that the chickens 
wilt not, such ns the potato bug and 
gooseberry worm. I noticed our guineas 
picking the worms off the gooseberry 
bushes and not a worm escaped that 
tbo guineas could reach. They picked 
tbe worms off as high as tbey could 
Jump. 

How to Girdle Grape Vines. 

Tbo girdling or ringing of grapevines 
Is doue to Increase tbe size of each 
cluster. It Is not done generally, bow- 
aver, although some find tbo method 
profitable, Tbo bnrk is entirely re- 
moved below the fruit cluster nbout a 
month before the period ot -ripening 
which hastens maturity about a week 
or two and enlarges tho bunch nnd 
berries. The sap ascends through tho 
poros of tbo wood to sustain growth, 
but the elaborated Bap descends through 
ttio wood and the bnrk and eon go no 
lower than tbo point nt which tbo gir- 
dle Is made, where It stops and Is util- 
ized In feeding the grapes. Some In- 
Jury Is done tho vine below the girdle, 
and hence it may not pay on an exten- 
sive scale.

MaMaritotnrcrV AnuoUIlon and *«*- 
Itnrr fnspeelnr So Report, 

Tin following extracts from reports- 
ot the National Manufacturers' Asso- 
clitloa snd Inspector Hedrlck,' Sanitary 
Inspector of tho City of Chicago, rtfuts 
the scnintlomtl charges madt against 
tb« canned meat packers: 

Otlr in litigation of tht Cnanad and. 
Patted Meat part of ths picking in dm try 
showad that tbe tnathoda uied tank* tb» 
■■• of prmrvatlrea unn actuary, and In- 
dlttttd that no preservative! or artificial 
coloring la now used by thi Oannad Matt 
packer, 

The meat la drat partially coektd U 
tare* kettles, 'then the fat and bona Is- 
trlnmed off and the moat packed lot* 
tlsa, Tbe air la then withdrawn wltb 
vacuum pumps and the cana Sealed Is 
vacuum. Next they are put lots large 
cookers, where the cooking process la fis- 
(ehed. In tbe paeklnr ot soma products- 
It la necessary that tht cana be reopened 
and the stean alia wed to escape, the vent 
kalt being Immediate); reseated while the- 
foods are hot, ao aa to retain tbe vacuum. 

The entire process la quite similar t* 
that used by the family cook when putting 
«p fruits *nd vegetables, eicept tbat , 
meats are sealed J n tin cana Incteid of 
balng pat In glass jara. Wa found that 
the solder In making the cane and In 
seeling them la all placed on the outside 
•t tba can and doea not coma In contact 
wltb the contents. 

Wi were Informed that much of the 
eaaaa for complaint In canned meats was 
because of the mistaken Idea that tba 
goods would keep In perfect condition af* 
tar they had been opened. This would 
ks the (act if they were preaerred wltb 
chimlcali, but ns they are only kept la 
condition because of being sealed In vac* 
uum tins tbey spoil Juit aa readily aa 
fresh meata do after they have bean 
opened nnd exposed to the air, but will 
keep Indefinitely If the csn la not pusc- 
tured. It Is also a well-known scien- 
tific fact that decajlng meat generates 
a gas which will explode any package 
which la hermetically sealed. 

Sanitary Inspector Hedrlck submitted 
to Com m Ian I £ner Whalen his analysis of 
conditions In the Llbby, McXeill aV Llbby 
plant. He found "wltb reference to gen- 
eral conditions, that the floors, halls, 
stairt, tables, etc., are kept clean," and 
"thnt the entire department— viewed from 
our standpoint — wns In n antiefactc-ry con- 
dition, Ail workrooms are light, and hav* 
good ventilation."

A tllrcctor 
wns tiiostju before the taking of a cen- 
sus", but bo wnscontimjeil In.bilico only 
ho long ns was necessary to perform 
tbo duties pertaining to that particular 
census, The entire force of statistic- 
ians, experts and clerks was discharged 
and a new force of men bad to bo gath- 
ered every time. The act of 1002 made 
the census ollice n permanent organiza- 
tion, Tho act Just passed has greatly 
Increased tbo scope nnd usefulness of 
its work. By It the director Is author- 
ized to gather once In every ten years 
Btntlstlcs relating to the defective, de- 
pendent and delinquent classes; to 
crime, .Including Judicial statistics per* 
tnlnlng to It, nnd covering mich matters 
as age, sex, color, race,' nativity nnd 
pu rentage; and information concerning 
ninny of tbo great industries, such as 
mining, fisheries, quarrying, telegraph, 
and telephone companies, savings banks 
and many other things. The enlarge- 
ment of the duties of tbo Census ^Bu- 
reau is so important as almost to sug- 
gest that tbo name bo changed to the 
Statistical OflJce. In tho matter of 
erliuo, especially, and -the deficient and 
dependent clnsscs, It will now be pos- 
sible to gather and preserve knowledge 
which will, be national,- where hereto- 
fore the only available statistics wore 
confined to a small number of States. 
Tba change will he a gain In another 
direction. Tlio Increased work will now 
make It possible to give permanent em- 
ploy men t to tho. beat-equipped men, nnd, 
so to retain them, "and thus avoid the 
necessity of entrusting Important duties 
to inexperienced statisticians.
